Gay Nineties Revue

The Lower Makefield Town­ 
ship Republican Good Govern­ 
ment Committee last night de­ 
manded that the township plan­ 
ning board take action to correct 
irregularities in the zoning code. 
James 
Logan, 
temporary 
chairman of the newly formed 
group, said the committee join­ 
ed with citizens in demanding 
these corrections. 
The question of the irregular­ 
ities arose this past month, with 
charges that an alleged deal 
has been made by the town­ 
ship’s board of supervisors and 
the sewer authority, with Char­ 
les Metz Jr., to grant him build­ 
ing permits without proper zon­ 
ing and subdivision approval. 


Prompted Formation 
The deal allegedly was made 
to prevent a suit by Metz son, 
Charles Metz III, against the 
sewer authority. 
The charges prompted the for­ 
mation of the new “ good govern­ 
ment committee” Logan said. 
At last night’s meeting the 
committee introduced a slate of 
candidates for the republican 
nomination in the May 18 prim­ 
ary election. 


Candidates 
The three candidates are Fred 
P. VanOrden and William J. 
Johnson, candidates for election 
to the new five-member board 
of supervisors and Mrs. Florine 
S. Purdy, candidate for tax col­ 
lector. 
In his introductory remarks. 
Logan outlined the committee’s 
election stand and stated the 
committee believes it is present­ 
ing a group of “ honest indepen­ 
dent - thinking candidates.” 
Logan challenged the Demo­ 


crats in the township to “ stop 
maligning the township govern­ 
ment and come forward with a 
positive program.” 
Logan emphasized the com­ 
mittee is only interested in local 
township government and “ has 
not — nor has any intention of 
— supporting any candidates on 
the county level.” 


He stated the committee “ is 
not in conflict with the Lower 
Makefield Republican Club. The 
club has a policy of not endors­ 
ing Republican Primary candi­ 
dates,” he said. 
“ Being an action committee, 
with a long-view objective of 
ensuring promotion of the best 
interests of our township, we 
have taken the initial stand of
